came home, w ere in effect. 
W est street, the street 
flanking 
N orth river, where the W hite Star 
line has Its quay, was cleared of all

street. 
More 
than 
1,000 
policemen were on duty as well as 
many detectives. 
Two platoons of 
m ounted police 
slowly 
patrolled 
back and forth along the pier and 
kept the side streets clear. Other 
policemen on motorcycles scurried 
back and forth. 
No one except per­ 
sons holding specially vised passes 
were allowed to approach the dock. 
An official reception was tender­ 
ed the adm iral by a group of naval 
officers, headed by

Admiral Sims did not seem per­ 
turbed over the outlook. He looked 
cheerful and wras in the

m iral did not have much to say on 
the voyage across but was unper­ 
turbed.

farmer must be kept in business on 
a paying basis for the prosperity of 
American industry and business de­ 
pends vitally upon 
the ability 
of 
the farmer to produce bis products 
at a profit. At no time in 
history 
has this conviction been so strong 
as now. 
Goverment officials who 
direct fiscal policies and 
exercise 
control over the 
banking 
system 
agree that agriculture must have its 
share of bank credit advantages. To 
this end the credit bars have been 
lowered, as a partial means of put­ 
ting the farmer on his feet. 
Governor W P. G. Harding, of 
the Federal Reserve Board, is keen­ 
ly alive to the farmers’ needs in the 
present farming crisis. 
He recog­ 
nizes that all business has lagged 
because of depression in agricul­ 
ture, and the disastrous effects of 
the price reactions upon the pro­ 
ducers generally. 
Governor Hard­ 
ing is confident that new measures 
which the Reserve Beard bas ap­ 
proved to lower the rediscount rate 
at reserve banks will greatly bene­ 
fit the farmer. 
“Agriculture is the basic and fun­ 
damental industry,’* says Harding. 
“Upon its fruits depend the lives 
of those engaged in other indus­ 
tries. 
“The farmer is a great consumer 
of 
manufactured 
products- 
Any­ 
thing that affects the farmers’ buy­ 
ing power is soon reflected in the 
business of the merchant and manu­ 
facturer. Conversely, depression in 
manufacturing and other lines 
of 
business is reflected in reduced de­ 
mand for farm products ” Governor 
Harding contended 
that farming 
must be made remunerative or the 
people will see American farming 
languish and ruinous consequences 
for the whole nation. 
Bankers 
throughout the country 
have been asked to give the farmer 
every possible measure of aid 
in 
producing and marketing his crops 
on terms sufficiently profitable to 
justify him 
staying 
in 
business. 
Bankers, seeing the handwriting on 
the wadi, are expected by the Gov­ 
ernment to respond with more lib­ 
eral aid.

PUTTING UP 
THE 
PINEAPPLE 
To Can Pineapple by 
the 
Cold 
Pack Method 
(Requested by Mrs. 
E* J.): Hold the pineapple by the 
green top and cut it into slices. It 
is easier to pare these slices than to 
pare the whole pineapple. Remove 
the eyes. Cut into cubes of the de­ 
sired size. Put these cubes into 
a 
wire basket 
or 
into a 
piece 
of 
cheesecloth and lower them 
into 
enough boiling water to cover; put 
the cover on the kettle and let them 
“blanch” in this way (under stead­ 
ily boiling water) for 
5 
minutes. 
Then remove at once and hold the 
cheesecloth for 
a moment 
under 
cold running water (never let 
it 
soak in cold water, as this impairs 
its delicate flavor.) 
Now place the cubes at once in 
I hot, sterilized jars, and pour over 
them a medium-thin Sirup made by 
adding 3 quarts of sugar to 2 quarts 
I of water and letting it boil for 
& 
i minutes- 
You may use the water 


I in which the pineapple was blanch­ 
e d . in making this sirup, as it con- 
t tains much of the pineapple flavor. 


I (The blanching water of all other 
] fruits except the pineapple cannot 
j be used because it contains ob-jec- 
j tionable acids that must be discard- 
! ed; but we blanch the pineapple pri 
! marily to soften the hard fibre, so 
there is no reason why this 
water 
cannot be used for sirup). 
After pouring in the 
sirup 
to 
within 1-2 inch of the jar-top, ad­ 
just the rubber rings (which have 
been dipped iiito bot water), put on 
sterilized glass tops, and “partially 
seal” ; then put your jars Into your 
wash-boiler canner (filed with boil­ 
ing water which 
will 
come 
two 
inches over the jar-tops) and steril­ 
ize for 30 minutes. 
Remove from canner, completely 
seal and invert to test 
for 
leaks. 
Take care that no draughts strike 
the hot jars, or they may crack. In 


filling them, let them stand on * 
clothing wrung out of 
very 
hot 
j water. 
Straw-berry-Pineapple Conserve: 
2 cups shredded pineapple, 2 cups 
strawberries, 
granulated 
sugar- 
Cook the shredded pineapple 
in 
only just enough water to cover and 
1 wjien it is tender add the 
straw­ 
berries to it; continue to cook until 
I the strawberries 
are soft. 
Then 
measure the hot fruit and add 3-4 
as much sugar as fruit. Return to 
the preserving kettle 
and 
simmer 
until it falls in very 
heavy 
drops 
from a spoon. Pour into hot, ster­ 
ilized glasses and cover when 
cold 
with paraffine. (Fine for 
a 
guest 
supper).

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Major General Peyton C. March, chief of staff of the United ;

November I at his own request, nine years prior to reaching sixty- 
four, the statutory age o f’retirement. 
General March will virtually leave the service on July I, when j 
General John J. Pershing takes his place as chiel-ot-staft, because 
he has asked for and has been granted leave ol four months be­ 
ginning on tnai date. 
m e retirement of General March ends for the Harding Ad­ 
ministration a puzzling problem which plagued the existence of 
Newton D. Baker during the last few months that he held office 
as Secretary of War. 
The commissioned personnel of the army

Mr. Baker was the active friend of General March and i 
attempted to make him a full general at the same time that Con­ 
gress accorded the honor to General Pershing.

The present Administration has reversed the situation, and 
had he stayed in the service General March would have been one 
of the corps area commanders under General Pershing. The value 
of General March as an officer was not belittled by the Harding 
Administration, but it was thought fitting that some recognition 
should be given to General Pershing for his work as the victorious 
Geld leader of the American forces.
